Judge Thayer Decides the Street 
Railway Case. 


The South St. Louis Railroad Company Put [ 


Under $50,000 Bond. 


In the case of the St. Louis Railroad Com- 
pany against the South St. Louis Railway 
Company, Judge Thayer this morning deliv- 
ered his opinion, overruling the motion to 
dissolve the existing injunction, 

The points taken in_ the _ opinion 
may be, briefly set forward = thus: 
Neither bythe act of December 13, 1855, nor 
by that of January 16, 1860, was any power 
given plaintiff to amend its charter, except 
that it might increase its stock, which it did 
from 3, to 9.000 shares, but it does not fol- 
low that because the company attempted to do 
more than to increase its stock, it thereby lost 
the franchises it then possessed, or that the old 
corporation lost its corporate existence. 

It did not convey the assets of the old com-. 
pany to the alleged new one. Besides filing 
amended articles and taking subscriptions for 
the increased stock, nothing was done. No 
member of the company contemplated an 
abandonment of the old organization and the 
formation of a new one, dating from January 


10, 1866. 

The opinion of the court is that all that was 
accomplished on the 10th of January, 1886, 
was simply an increase of the capital stock, 
and that al] other action taken, such as the ex- 
tension ofthe life of the corporation from 
twenty-five to fifty years, is simply nugatory 
and void.

The routes of the Gravois Railroad Com- 
pany and of the Tower Grove Company were 
designated by.the acts, and were each within 
three blocks of a parallel railway, and the acts 
provided in substance that all acts and paris 
of acts conflicting with the acts in question 
were thereby repealed.

The Assignee Declares the Bank Has Been 
Insolvent for Five Years. 


The taking of depositions was commenced 
this morning at 11:30 inthe office of Messrs. 
Lee & Chandler, in the suit of Geo. F. Ditt- 
man ys. August Eichele ectal., the directors 
of the United States Savings Institute. Mr. 
Dittman was a time depositor and had about 
$21,000 in the bank when it closed 
its doors. Judge Gottschalk and 
Mayor Lee represented the plaintiff 
and Mr. Ed. C. Kebr represented some of the 
defendants. Mr. Moses L. Wieder acted as 
notary. The first witness whose deposition 
was taken was Director Wiebusch. 

HENRY WIEBUSCH 
examined by Judge Gottschalk, was the first 
witness. He was a director of the United 
States Savings for more than ayear. The 
bank made semi-annual statements, which 
were published; could not tell whether a 


-printed slip from a newspaper (shown wit- 


ness) was one of the last statements made; did 
not know whether any record was kept of the 
semi-annual statements; did not know the 
amount of the surplus January Ist, 1879; 
knew there was a_ surplus according 
to the statement; only knew it by the 
statement. 

An investigation committee had been ap- 
pointed by the board, but he did not particu-- 
larly investigate the affairs of the bank to 
know whether it was solvent or insolvent. It 
was a long time since hé had served on an in- 
vestigating committee. When he investigat- 
ed the bank it was in good order. Had made 
allowance for paper which might be consider- 
ed worthless. Knew of no loss from January 
1, except the one draft of Goldsoll’s on the 
Broadway. The amount of that was about 
$10,000. 

The airectors met every month. The last 
election for directors was in the latter part of 
March.

iscount committee and refused by them. 

MR. CHAS. KERN, 

cashier, was the next witness. He said he 
was cashier from May the &th, 1875, of the U. 

S. Savings Institution. Before that he had 
been collectorand teller. Had been connected 
with the bank since 1864. When he became 
cashier he examined the assets turned over to 

him. They were censidered good. Some of 
the paper turned over was still in the hands of 
the attorneys, he thought. He was cashier’ 
until they closed. He became director in 1877. 

Jacob Tamm, Sessinghaus, Kichele, Wiebusch 

and Chas. Kern were directors in 1878. An 

election was held on tbe 29th of Mareh last, 

Hi. P. Meyer, Maurel, Hetzel and Wetzel 

came inthen as new directors. Mad never 

been directors before. Wetzel was not a 

stockholder before. He became a’ stock- 

holder on the day he was elected. The others 

became stockholders afew days before. For 

several months priorto the meeting in March 

the board was not full. All of the directors 

had money in the bank—thatis, the new ones. 

When the transfer was made tothe Mechan- 

ics’ Wetzel had about $3,000 depos- 

ited on time. Sessinghaus, . McGuerdon 

and Hetzel also had money. None 

had money on time deposit except Wetzel. A 

few of the directors were overdrawn at the 

time of the transfer. He remembered Mr. 

Tamm was overdrawn. Mr. Leuderman 

was also overdrawn $35.000. Sessinghaus was 

indebted $1,000, a check which. paid for 

shares, but Sessinghaus disputed the liability. 

The directors all drew out their money and 

transferred it to the Mechanics’ Bank, except 

Wetzel, with his time deposit. All the de- 

positors were treated in the same way. 

The arrangement with the Mechanics’ Bank 
was an oral one. It was that the United States 
should give the collaterals,and the Mechanics’ 
should pay the depositors, and after all was 
paid the surplus was to go to the United 
States Savings. A note was given for $265,- 
000, signed by Tamm and indorsed by witness 
and Louderman to the Mechanics’. It was 
there now. The amount transferred to the 
Mechanics’ was $385,000.The Mechanics was’ 
to pay the currentdepositsonly. Witness was , 
not here whenthe assignment to Haeussler 
was made. He wasin New York. 

In addition tothe $385,000 assets the bank 
had real estate and notes. Those were all the 
assets he knew of. The bank made semi-an- 
nual statements, which were published. The 
slip shown him was a correct copy. The state- 
ment appeared on the statement book. The 
books were under bis control, but not kept by 
him. He knew of no $80,000 item omitted un- 
der the head of liabilities. The only loss since 
Decethber last was $25, in drafts on New 
York. That was the loss that caused all the 
run am@ trouble. The bank was doing 
a go business and mak- 
ing some money. On the 
91st of December there was a surplus om hand 
of $19,269 6. A capital stock of $70,000 
was also paid in, making about $89,090. He 
did not believe the bank was insolvent. The 
time deposits at the time of .the transfer 
ameunted te about $171,000. The Mechanies’ 
Bank had no dead paper. Among the assets 
of the United States Savings Haeussier had 
some doubtful paper upon which be would

REMARKABLE BOOKKEEPING. 

Judge Gettschalk then began a minute and 
detailed investigation of the assets reported 
by the assignee, Haeussler, as worthless, in 
order to ascertain whether they had 
been carried as a good asset in 
the last statement ip December. The 
queries of the Judge brought out most re- 
markable admissions. Note after note the 
cashier was bound to acknowledge had been 
counted in the $19,000 surplus last De- 
cember. But the strangest part of 
the tale was that these very notes and over- 
drafts which had figured in the assets in last 
December’s statement had some of them been 
owing for five or six years. A number had 
been owing for over three years. None less 
than nine months. In the majority of in- 
stances the persons who were thus set down 
as good creditors had been dead or had failed 
for years. Their notes and overdrafts were 
utterly worthless. Yet Cashier Kern and 
the directors in their last semi-annual state- 
ment published them as assets and swore to 
the truth of the statement. 
By the time every item has 
been yone through seriatim, it will 
be found that the supposed $19,000 sur- 
plus existed only in the cashier’s imagina- 
tion. “ 

Surely this isa most remarkable sample 
of bookkeeping. Carrying worthless notes 
and over drafts as good assets, for years; 
never.Writing them off to the protit and loss ac- 
count. 

STRANGER STILL. 

Judge Gottschalk then called Cashier 
Kern’s attention to an item of $19,799 44 in 
the assignee’s report which was owing by him 
to the bank. 

Mr. Kehr here objected to going 


into the oe cay as irrelevant. After 
a few remarks from Mr. *Lee, Mr. 
Kebr said the witness could answer if he 
chese. Kern then said he disputed the liabil- 
ity. He did dot owe the bank $19,000. But 
at any rate the assignee held collaterals; 
$8,080 of the indebtedness had been contract- 
ed two or three days before the bank closed. 

The way it came about was this. Several of 
his friends appeared as overdrawn on_ the 
books, and he didn’t want them to so appear. 
He therefore credited them with the amount 
of the overdraft, and gaye col- 
laterals therefor. That was how 
they came to say he was indebted for the $8,- 
000 odd. That would be paid. The other 
$9,000 or $1.000 he also .denied that he 
owed the bank. Whatever he owed the bank 
it had abundant security for. 

Mr. Lee wanted to examined the witness for 
about half an hour, but an adjournment was 
taken until 2 p. m., when Mr. Haeussler, the 
assignee, was to be examined, It was under- 
stood that Mr. Kern would return at 3:50 so 
that his examination might be concluded. 


Afternoon Proceedings. 
About 2:30 proceedings were resumed. 

"Mr. Hermann Haeussler, the assjgnee of 
the U. S. Savings, was sworn. Had taken an 
inventory of all the assets of the U. S. Savings 
which came into his hands and into the hands 
of the Mechanics’. He had filed his report, 
and had had the assets appraised. The ap- 
praisers were two cashiers and an ex-bank 
president. Had found out what the assets 
were worth. He had formed an estimate of 
what he could get out of them. 

The assets of the bank at the time they were 
turned over to him hardly amounted to $500, - 
000. Outside the assets assigned to the 
Mechanics’, the assets turned over to me 
would realize $100,000 to $120,000. If all the 
people paid he could realize moré. He did not 
think that at the closing up the assets 
would pay all the liabilities. At the time the 
transfer was made to the Mechanics’ Bank, 
he believed the United States Savings was so!- 
vent. He did not think so afterwards, when 
he found that they had _ placed the 
current deposits at $160,000, when it 
should have been $140,000. His attention 
was called to this discrepancy. He believed 
the Mechanics’ Bank first noticed it. They 
found they had assumed $140,000 instead 
of $160,000. In the morning when the 
transfer was made it was found the Mechanics’ 
Bank would become responsible for all de- 
mands except $50,000 in New York,for which 
the directors were to be responsible. The 
Mechauics’ Bank declined to assume any re- 
sponsibility when the transfer was made. 

The Mechanics’ Bank placed to the credit of 
each pass-book depositor the amount which 
appeared on the book as to his credit. 
The 350,000 liability in New York was 
made by Tamm and en- 
dorsed by Sessingfhaus and Kern. It was made 
for the benefit of the bank. 
The United States Savings had 
borrowed money from Hlaarstig, 
the Mechanics’ Bank, Merchants’ Bank and 
New York. Therun onthe bank commenc- 
ed when the Broadway Savings failed. There 
was a report that $100,000 uf the bank’s money 
was locked up in the Broadway. The New 
York monev was borrowed long before the 
ruu. The other three amounts were borrowed, 
he thought, during the run to _ help 
the bank. The bank wasinthe same condi- 
tion when it closed its doors as it was when 
Kern stepped from the teller’s to the cashier’s 
desk. In answer to a direct question as to 
the bank’s solvency, Mr. Haussler said: ‘*I 
think if the bank was bound to wind upat 
anytime during that five years, it would 
have been proved that it could not pay its 
debts in full. These assets would not have 
been enough to meet the liabilities. ’’ 

Q.—Had the members of the board of di- 
rectors been large borrowers of the 
bank? A.—Four of them had 
been borrowers. Mr. Jacob Tamm 
had borrowed about $25,000, a portion of 
which had been paid. Hetzel, Kern, Lou- 
derman and Meyer were also indebted to the 
bank. 

The proceedings are still in progress. 


A $6,000 Story. 

This morning a reporter of the PostT-DIs- 
PATCH learned from an authentic source that 
Mr. Fred. Kern, brother of the cashier.of the 
late United States Savings Institution, had 
openly boasted that he had saved $6,000 from 
the wreck of the bank, and that he had de- 
posited itin such a shape at the Boatmen’s 
that it could not be touched. 

A visit to the Boatmen’s Savings elicited the 
fact that no such deposit had been made in 
that institution.

POOLING THE THEATERS.

Inside History of the Troubles 
at De Bar’s, : 


- — 
—_— 


With the Formation of a Theat- 
rical Monopoly. 


How the Wires are to be Pulled at the Olym- 
pic and Grand Opera-House. 


Of late the public nas been regaled much 
with theatrical matters. There has been a 
talk of changes in management and of a new 
theater. The latter is an assured fact. The 
Church of the Messiah will be converted into 
a Temple of Thespis. Now the St. Louis 
theater going public believed that there was 
a prospect of getting something more in the 
shape of dramatic art than has lately been 
offered them. Three theaters going would 
imply competition; the greater attractions the 
managers could engage, the greater chance of 
their success. 

But it really seems as if the people of St. 
Louis will have to thank Mr. Charles Pope for 
his energy and enterprise in reseuing the 
Future Great from the claws of a theatrical 
monopoly ‘‘pool’’ or ‘‘ring.’’ 

It is well known that De Bar’s theater lost 
considerable money last season; andthe Olym- 
pic did not manage to rake in many Shekels 
over and above expenses. Affairs at the 
Grand Opera-hovuse were in a great muddle. 
Proprietors were fighting against each other 
and no possible line of action could be adopted 
to secure unanimity. Mr.Charles P.Chouteau, 
the administrator of the partnership estate, was 
stuck some $19,000. He wanted to get out, 
but didn’t see how. He wanted to get back 
some of the money which he had lost. Ac- 
cordingly he obtained an order from the Pro- 
bate Court authorizing the sale of the prop- 
erty. As every one knows, the Opera-house 
was sold and bought in for $1,900 
by John W. Norton. The other two owners 
of the Opera-house 

DENIED THE VALIDITY 

of the sale. Fred. Priest had recourse to the 
strong arm of the law, and instituted suits for 
heavy damages against Charles P. Chouteau. 
Wakefield has not yet taken any steps, but 
claims that he still owns his 
share. It is rumored, however, 
that for a moderate sum he would be only too 
willing to compromise. Chas. P. Chonteau 
delivered up possession on the evening of the 
sale to Norton. 

It was claimed that the sale was a bona fide 


one and that Norton was gomg to paddle his 


own canoe, whereat the unsuspeeting public 
rejoiced greatly. They thought St. Louis had 
at last secured a live manager. 

But now comes the sequel. The sale ap- 
parently was made by Mr. Chouteau to clear 
out his partners. It is said he had an under- 
standing with Spalding of the Olympicby which 
the theaters should be ‘‘pooled.’’ Accord- 
ingly it is alleged that,although Norton osten- 
sibly bought the Opera-house, the real owner 
and the monied man at the back is Charlies P. 
Chouteau. He is desirous to reimburse 
himself, if possible, fer his previous losses. 
The bipartite agreement was made. John W. 
Norton purchased De Bar’s. Had there been 
eny opposition, it is understood he would 
have bid up to $19,000, the amount of Chon- 
teau’s claim. Asit was ne boughtit in for 
$1,900. Then there is a 
flourish of trumpets. Norton is 
going to run the machine alone. Previous to 
ithe purchase, however, the bipartite agree- 
ment wes enlarged and became a tripartite 
one. 
ager of De Bar’s will, it is averred, be Spald- 
ing. He will be the

of the two theaters, while, strictly under his 
managerial optic, Norton will wield the direc- 
ter’s baton at De Bar's. Spalding, with his 
usual keenness, resolved to have a firm hold, 
and, it is said, the renial face 
of Pat. Short, treasurer of the Olympic, 
will be transferred to De Bar’s, while proba- 
bly Geo. Heuer, hitherto assistant treasurer 
at the Olympic, will be promoted to the full 
dignity of treasurer. Thus the destinies of 
the two theaters pass under control of Spald- 
ing, while to the outer world he only manages 
one. 

Having, 9s they thought, sole control of the 
theatrical field in St. Louis, the ‘*famous 
three’’ began to consider how to make money 
while the sun shone. They didn’t dream of 
Pope’s Theater. They considered that a 
chimera. So they were on the 
high road to fortune. Kach of the 
trio was of course to have a share of the 
profits. Thus Chouteau hoped to get back 
part of his $19,000. Expenses were to be 
ruthlessly eut down. Nostock company was 
to be emploved, and it was hoped that the 
force with which one theater was run would 
be sufficient to run the two. The office of 
stage manager was abolished. There will 
only be one scenic artist for the two theaters. 

Of course, the

were fair prey. They had hitherto had the 
menagers in their power; now the managers 
turned round. No,more 90 per cent allowed, 
as was the case with Haverly and the Mapie- 
son Opera, to which Spalding accepted at that 
rate after it had been refused by De Bar’s. 
No more 70 and 60 per cent. Oh no! it 
doesn’t matter what we give the public now. 
We ownthe only theaters, and come they 
must, andthe stars and combinations must 
come at our terms or stay away. 

This is the inside history of the late theatri- 
cal troubles at DeBar’s, and the consumma- 
tion of what, without the sudden appearance 
of Charley Pope with his brand new theater, 
like a deus ex machina, was to be a great 
‘*theatrical pool’’ or ‘‘monopoly.’’

Dog-catchfng is not a popular vocation any- 
where inthe country, and especially is tLis 
true in St. Louis. The brutality dispiayed in 
catching and keeping them, and particulagly 
the horrible method adopted in banging them 
to death in St. Louis, has been abunduntly set 
forth in the Post-Dispatcn. 

One of these lawless outbreaks against the 
entire dog-catching system, which crop out 
every season in the wards where dog- 
flesh is more loved than dog- 
laws, took place this morning in the north 
end on Exchange street, near West Nineteenth 
street.

Basil Vereshagin is a Russian artist, who is 
now in London, and who has won an enviable 
reputation there.

The first work in the series, designed to coa- 
stitute a ‘‘pictorial poem,’’ shows us the 
Emperor of Russia and his staff sitting motion- 
less on one of the heights near Plevna, on the 
day ofthe third assault. Beyond the knoll 


- lurid clouds of smoke arise, as it were, to meet 


the heavy, threatening thunder-clouds, and 
one seems to hear the rattle of a hundred 
thousand muskets and the roar of artillery. 
Following in historical order comes the 
transport of wounded Russians the day 
after the battle. The line of wagons stretches 
far on the wretched road, the badness of 
.whicb, combined with the primitive construc- 
tion of the vehicles, caused unspeakable 
agony to the sufferers, whose slightest and 
simplest wounds became difficult to cure, and 
oiten gangrened. Then comes an appalling 
scene—the route of the Turkish prisoners after 
the surrender of Plevna. The whole road, as 
faras the Danube, was strewn with frozen 
corpes; and thus it is depicted, crows and kites 
being the only living thingin view. Such are 
the chief features; but there are others of note, 
one of them portraying Gen.Skobelef’s column 
crossing the Balkans by night in mid-winter. 
Itisa grim spectacle, the whiteness of the 
snow giving a light ofits own, by which the 
muffled Russian soldiers are clearly discerni- 
ble. The whole collection should be seen, for 
a double purpose; in its Indian portion, which 
includes reminiscences of the journey made by 
the Prince of Wales, itis full of curious and 
valuable information, and on its war-like side, 
it untolds alesson more impressive than any 
peace party ever succeeded in bringing home 
to the nearyoi a people.

EAST ST. LOUIS. 
What East St. Louisans Will do To- 
Morrow—lItems. 

The Mayor and city officials anticipate no 
trouble to-morrow. All the labor organiza- 
tions that will participate in the parade in St. 
Louis will pass through East St. Louis with- 
out stopping. The city itself will be deserted 
if the weather to-morrow does not interfere 
with the sham battle, Scottish Clans picnies, 
and numberless private excursions, parties 
and sociables that are planned. A large num- 
ber of the Catholic citizens will attend the 
orphans’ picnic at the Fair Grounds. The 
East St. Louis Active Base Ball Club, that bas 
lately defeated several first-class amateur 
nines, will play the St. Louis Peerless Club 
in the Fair Grounds. 

The Beef Canning Gompany’s works, near 
the stock yards, are very nearly completed. 
‘Lhis place promises to prove a valuable addi- 
tiom to Eust St. Louis. There are at present 
being built a number of dwelling houses near 
the works,* which, when completed, willbe 
occupied by the employes. The works will fur- 
nish employment for upwards of 200 persons. 
The property owners in the vicinity have al- 
ready experienced a benefit, the value of 
ground baving increased fifty per cent.

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Baptist Ministers Protest Against the 
Boyd-Sonneschein Love Feast. 


Rey. Dr. Boyd Severely Criticised for His 
“Antichrist Practices. 


* 

The St. Louis Central Baptist prints the ap- 
pended protest of Baptist ministers against the 
recent fraternization of Rev. Dr. Boyd with 
Rey. Dr. Sonneschein. The Central Baptist 
comments as follows: : , 

The protest of the St. Louis pastors, pub- 
lished elsewhere, is certainly the least they 
could say under the circum$Stance. It is 
plain, straightforward and courteous, and de- 
mands the attention of the Second Baptist 
Church and its pastor. It seems to us that 
the time has come when, if they have due 
regard for the opinions of their brethren, they 
showld say something to explain the positign 
they eccupy, doctrinally and practically, as 
members of the Baptist denomination. 

It is proper to state in this connection that 
Rev.E. L a Scofteld, of the Carondelet church, 
is absent from the city, and that Rev. J. V. 
Schofield, of the Fourth Church, declined to 
sign the paper when it was presented to him. 

With these two exceptions the St. Louis pas- 

rs all sign the protest. 

THE PROTEST. 
In making this protest, we, the undersigned 
Pastors of St. Louis, desire distinctly to state 
that our thanks and best wishes are due to 
Dr. Sonnesehein and the Hebrew congrega- 
etion of Shaare Emeth, for their kindness in of- 
fering their house of worship to our brethren 
of the Second Baptist Church, after serious 
loss and calamity by the fire. A number of 
Christian congregations offered their houses, 
as wasipublished and commented on in the 
papers. Dr. Sonneschein and the Hebrews, 
not needing their house of worshiponSunday, 
generously offered it f our suffering church. 
We all, as Baptists in this city and in the 
country, return our thanks most heartily for 
their kindness to our sister church. 
Again, we desire distinctly to say that it 
Was agrand opportunity offered tothe Bap- 
tists to accomplish good inthe positive and 
simple preaching of Jesus Christ, lovingly, firm- 
ly and c@astantly held up to the people. Paul, 
immedjately upou his conversion, and ever 
thereafter, entered the synagogues on all oc- 
casioms when be could, and boidly preached to 
the Jews, especially Jesus Christ, that he was 
the true Messiah. He was invariably perse- 
cuted and excluded inthe end, but he pur- 
sued the only course which can ever make the 
gospel a success, and that. too under inspira- 
tion—the thorough, unequivocal and ge endl 
ent declaration of Jesus Christas the only Way, 
the only truth, the ‘only life, ~* the 
only redemption for man. Whatever may 
have been the courtesies or customs admitting 
him to the synagogues of the Jews, and how- 
ever noble and courteous Paul may have been 
himself, he never failed to elevate Christ 
above all. and over all. the absolute extermi- 
nation of all other gods, theories, or systems 
of religion. The offer of the synagogue in 
St. Louis wasagrand Opening fot the Bap- 
tists; and the Hebrew Rabbiand congrega- 
tion, be it said to their candor, credit and 
liberality, expected the Baptists to preach 
Christ in all his fullness on all occasions, and 
never expected a single cessation or concession 
on their account. 
The point of the protest which we make is 
this: In view of the many utterances and acts 
of Brother Boyd, during his pastorate in St. 
Louis, if not in direct violation of the faith 
and practice of the New Testament, as under- 
stood by the denomination of which he is a 
member, yet so equivocal and doubtful as to 
make himself constantly misunderstood: 
In view, also, of the fact that the denomina- 
tion hus been greatly agitated over the alleged 
communion of Dr. Eliot With the Second Bap- 
tist Church, by the invitation of Brother 
Boyd, and the fact that our Brother Boyd has 
not seen fit to publicly deny or apologize for 
said act: 
Therefore we fee! that this last act of Brother 
Boyd and the Second Church, holding a solemn 
religious service, on the Lord’s day, in joint 
session with Dr. Sonnesecbein and the Hebrew 
congregation, becomes the subject more essen- 
tially of a protest for the following reasons 
submitted: 
1. We think that any compliments or pres- 
ents or demonstrations made to Dr. Sonne- 
schein and his congregation, whether in joint 
session or out of it, should have been made on 
some occasion during the week—since such an 
occasion is purely of a secular character. 
2. Such an oceaslon should have been de- 
void of ayy joint religious exercises especially 
ignoring Jesus Christ, since the two pastors, 
the one « Baptist and’the other a Hebrew—the 
same being true of the two congregations—are 
at extreme Variance With each other on the 
subject of Jesus as a Redeemer and as the 
Messiah. Such a joint religious service, Dr. 
Sorneschein leading in praver, the choir sing-« 
ing alternately Christian and Jewish songs, 
could not help benig displeasing to God, how- 
ever plausible, pepulur, sentimental or enjoy- 
able by mistaken Kkhuman beings—provided 
Jesus Christ is who and what the New Testa- 
ment reveals him to/pe. If Jesus is not, ther 
the commingling of joint and va- 
riant religious serfvices could not be = sub- 
versive of truth or/spirit, since one religion 
would be the sam@ as another so we were hon- 
est. As pastors @f the Baptist churches of St. 
Louis and vicinitW we protest suolemnly,as we 
expect to stand Jbefore the judgement seat of

**‘GETS MAD AWFUL EASY.”’’ 


That is the Only Difference Noticed bya 
Wife Whose Husband Had Part of His 
Brain Cut Out Some Weeks Ago, and 
Has Now Fully Recovered. 

[From the Chicago Times. ] 

Five weeks ago to-day a Bohemian named 
Gus. Drabrandt met with a serious accident, 
the result of which was that his skuli was 
fractured, a portion of the brain gouged out 
and afterward removed, his nose pretty well 
demolished, two ribs broken, and his body 
badly bruised. Two days ago he resumed 
work, and considers himself well, though not 
strong. The remarkable recovery of the man, 
after theloss of a portion of the brain, make 
this one of the most curious cases on record. 

Drabrandt was employed in the establish- 
ment of the Northwestern Fertilizer Com- 
pany, located on Forty-fourth street, and in 
the vicinity of the Stock-yards packing- 
houses. He had ascended to a _ borizontal 
sbaft, about sixteen feet above the floor, for 
the purpose of oiling it. He walked along a 
temporary scaffolding near the shaft, and 
reached his left hand up over it, and in doing 
so the sleeve of his shirt 

CAUGHT IN A PROJECTING SCREW, 
or bolt. The shaft was whirling about at the 
rate of three hundred revolutions a minute, 
and Drabrandt, of course, went with it. How 
lopg he was carried around the shaft he does 
not know, as he soon became senseless. It 
could not bave been many seconds, however, 
as his clothing was literally torn to shreds, 


| and he was huried to the floor naked, with 


| the exception of his boots.

‘The doctor saw that it was 
mangled that it would be utterly useless to at- 
tempt to replace it. 

HE CLIPPED IT OFF 

and removed the broken pieces of the skull, 
including a wing of the sphenoid bone on that 
side of the head. The exposed portion of the 
brain was dressed, and fortunately there was’ 
no hemorrbage fromit. Three facial arteries 
had to be ligatured, and some portions of the 
nasal bones hadtoberemoved. At the -nan’s 
home, bis ribs were setand the weun’. more 
carefully dressed. On the fourth day the 
brain had healed sufliciently to warrant no 
further anxiety about that. On the seventh 
day erysipelas set in and came near ending the 
man’s life, but he rallied from this attack. 
On the fourteenth day the patient went out of 
the house, and two days later his physician 
was discharged. On Monday last he resumed 
his work as before stated. 

A Times reporter saw Drabrandt at his 
home at No. 70! Hinman street, on last night, 
and questioned him closely to discover, if pos- 
sible, any abnormal condition of mind or 
body, which would most certainly be expected 
from the loss of so much of the brain. He 
skays-he has retaaped full possession of all his 
faculties, and has never been disturbed by in- 


dieations of paraWysis or loss of senses, so far | 


as he knows. He is 
AFFECTED BY HEAT, HOWEVER, 
and at times is troubled by his ‘‘brain seem- 
ing to get hot,’’ as be terins it, and his head 
aches. Ilis wife says that she has noticed 
nothing unusual in his actions, except that 
‘she gets mad awful easy now,’’ whereas he 
was before the accident one of the kindest and 
mildest-tempered of men. He becomes vexed 
atthe children and wants to whipthem 
for the most trivial offenses, 
Hehas been perfectly rational in bis talk 
and actions, aside from that, she says, except 
on one occasion. On Saturday he was at work 
in the basement of the heuse and became heat- 
ed. Suddenly he rushed up stairs, out on the 
street and three blocks away as fast as he 
could go. Hethen stopped and walked back 
to the house, wondering how he got out. The 
man is forty-five vears of age and has an iron 
constitution. There is now

nearly the size of a silver quarter of a dollar, 
Which the physician says will never be cov- 
ered except by the scalp which has now 
healed over it. Drabrandt is foremar in the 
establishment of the company for which he 
works, andis allowed now to return and 
draw his salary without doing any heavy 
work. : 

The man’s recovery is almost marvelous. 
Cases of a similar nature are said to be rare in 
which the patient has been restored to unim- 
paired health. Dr. Crane gave constant at- 
tention to his patient, but he thinks that if 
Drabrandt had been any other than a Bohe- 
mian—a race hard to kill—he could not have 
been rescued from death.

EXPENSIVE FEVER 
Quinine to Be No Cheaper on Account of 
Removal of Duty. 

One of the last acts of the Congress which 
has just adjourned was the placing ot quinine 
on the tree list, thatis, removing the heavy 
import duties uponit. The announcement of 


' this action was received with much satisfac- 


tion inthe West and South, where tever and 
ague most abound. It was stated in telegraph- 
ic reports that the duty had been fifty per cent 
and that its removal would resultin a corre- 
sponding reduction in price, 

Desiring to ascertain the real facts, and the 
probabilities as they appear to those best in- 
tormed, a reporter of the POST-DISPATCH this 
morning calicd upon several of the leading re- 
tuii and wholesale druggists of the city and in- 
terviewed them on quinine. The general re- 


| sult was anything but satistactory. 


By tar the largest quinine-dealing houses in 
the United States are Powers & Whitman and 
& Son, both ot Philadelphia, 
These two manutacturing firms have alinost a 
The 
present wholesale price of sulphate of quinine 
is $3 40 per ounce in Philadelphia, which ts the 
lowest price which bas been reached for sev- 
Before the war, the price ran from 


$1 75an onnee to $210. During the war it 


stuted, but 20 per cent; so that the price now, 
with duty off, would be $3 40 less 63 cents, or 
$2 72. But the effect of removiny the duty has 
beento put up the price of the article in 
Europe. To-day it cannot be bought in Europe 
so as to be sold in America any cheaper than it 
was before the tariff was removed. 

Richardson & Co., of this city, probably deal 
more largely in quinine than any firm in the 
West. In conversation with Mr. Richardson 
to-day, that gentleman said that no reduction 
in the price of quinine need be expected by the 
publicfor some time. There were various 
good reasons for this. Thereis but little in 
the country, and the malarial season is just 
coming on. Thereis very little good bark to 
be had now and it is getting scarcer every year. 
Prices in Europe have gone up, as quinine is 
often an article for speculation. Some time 
ago Mr. Richardson had purchased a quantity 
very low in Germany; he could not to-day du- 
plicate the purchase notwithstanding the with- 
drawal of the tariff. In time there might be a 
reduction in average prices of an amount equal 
to the tariff, but it would not comefor a long 
time. 


Our wholesale adraggists buy quinine In large * 


guantities to be delivered on call. Without 
doubt some of them have made heavy pur- 
chaseg at old figures to be delivered during the 
year. It will be seen at a glance that it is 
therefore for the interest of all dealers in this 
country to maintain as near preseht prices as 
possible until their stocks have been exhaust- 
ed. The desire of European manutact- 
urersto profit bythe removal of the tariff 
will aid deaiers in this country in keeping up 
prices fora while. . 

The retail dealers in this citv seem to expect 
asmall reductionin a tew months, and they 
are only buying in small quantities on thst ac- 
count. The outiook for cheap quiuine te the 
immediate future, however, is not 
good,, and it will be an 
expensive luxury to indulge in chills this sea- 
son, notwithstanding the intended liverality 
of the Government.
